STAND FROM UNDER. 

The Coming Revolution in the 
United States. 

From the Xew York Uarald. 

I All the sigiks of the times indicate that a 
sweeping revolution must come at no dis 
taut day in this country. Not a revolu- 
tion of the barricades or at the point of 
the bayonet, for that is unnecessary her**, 
where the people have the power to accom- 
plish it through their votes, but a revolu- 
tion, nevertheless, as thorough and com- 
plete, through the ballot-box. Hope dc- 
ferre<l makes the heart sick, aud the 
American people have been vainly hoping 
for a change in the administration of the 
Government, which has become in ever}- 
department, the most corrupt and ex- 
' travagant one on the face of the earth. 
They were patient during the war, 
though it was well known the cor- 
supt ring.s and sho<l«ly contractors were 
then robbing the Government of hundreds 
ot millions a year, becan.se the greater 
question ot putting down the reliellion and 
prew'rving the Union at any cost over- 
whelineil all other questions. Then, again, 
during Mr. Johnson’s administration they 
still Ijore patiently the frightful extra\-u- 
gance, corruption and mismanagement in 
the Government, for they said that wa.s 
the result of the conflict between the E.x- 
eentive and Congrt'ss, and that with a new 
President, fresh from and elected directly 
by the people, all would be changed and 
the Government reformeil. Ih-sides, it was 
.said a little time was needed to enre the 
evils resulting from the war. Such were 
the arguments, the hopi*s and the patience 
of the fo'ople, and they bore their burdens 
niaiifully. 

The 4th of March, Isfijl, was to l>e the 
new era of reform, r*‘tr«>nehment, economy 
and the restoration of the (lovernment to 
.something like its original functions and 
practice. 'I'he new President had uttered 
words to that effect. ’I’hc popular hero 
who, by his military genius, had conquered 
the rebellion ami elosetl up the war, was 
looked to with hojie to bring alxmt the 
niuch-net*ded change. But he has bt‘cn 
subjugated aud brought under the jaiwer 
-of the old corrupt rings which control the 
whole machinery of the Goiernment. A 
few weeks after his inauguration he has 
succumbed to the Senate ring of cor- 
rupt politician.s, around which all the 
other corrupt rings in and out of Con- 
gres.s — the whisky ring, .the Pacific rail- 
road ring, the national bunk ring, the 
treasury ring and all the other corrupt 
rings — revolve. That is the center and 
power of them all. d‘here never can lie 
any reform in the Government and coun- 
try until the power of that irrespoiisonsi- 
hle and unscrupulous oligarchy In- liroken 
up. With the surrender of General Grant 
little ho]»e remains that this can beaecoin- 
plished during his administration, unless^ 
indeed, the pt'ople become within tliat 
time so impatient and disgusted a.sto turn 
out the present nienil>ers of Gongress and 
elect bettor ones. General Grant means 
right, aiul should a body of honest aud 
able men be .sent to Congress he would 
work with them; but having succumb to 
tlie e.xisting C'ongressiunal riug of jHiHti- 
ciAiiii, wLioH ciiK'Iuiiks nil tlic Oi>rrn)*t nntl 

plundering rings that deplete the Trea- 
sury and overwhelm the people with taxa- 
tion, he, in the meantime, can do nothing. 

Nor is there any p«>werful voice among 
the three hundred nnd more men of Ijoth 
houses of Congress raise^l against the 
widespread corruption and ft.X»ravagance 
that prevails. Mr. Sprague., it is true, has 
spoken out Ijoldly and told some truths 
very unpalatable to his S«‘natorial col- 
leagues. He is independeiu enough, and 
has the resulutiun to hammer away at the 
citadel of corruption, but he lacks the abil- 
ity required, and the Senate ring politi- 
cians only laugh at hi^ ufforts. Still, he 
is doing goo«l, Almost all the mcmlxTsof 
both thellouse and the Senate, especially 
the lea<iing memhers, are interested in the 
railroad, whiiky, irca.snry and national 
l»ank ring.s, and they play into each oth- 
er’s hands. How is it po.ssilde. thtm, to 
reform the Gtivernmeut? How can i-or- 
rnption nnd extravagance be checked when 
all the power is in the hands of the very 
men interested in maintaining such a state 
of things, and when the President has re- 
signed nimseU’ to them? ' 

Thcie appears to be but one end to this 
state of affairs, and that is a revolution — 
an uprisinjj of the p«‘Opleat theballot-bo.x. 
It is certain they will not continue to pay 
to the Federal Government to the amount 
of four hundred millions a year. No peo- 
ple having universal suffrage ever did or 
ever will bear long with such astounding 
extravagance, corruption and niisrnanage- 
inent and uverwhelniing ta.vutimi as we 
witness, without revolting. Unfaithful 
representatives may pile on the debt and 
taxes, but the limit of forliearance will Ih' 

■ reaehe<l, and the voters, in their turn, will 
liavo aoiuetbing tt>say. If we go on as we 
have been going, it will no\ be long licfore we 
hear repudiation uttered as a jiopuliir cry' 
from one end of the country tt> the other. 
The party which has brought upni the coun- 
try these ^liU and bunleus will 1 m 5 driven 
from p)wer, ainl the one that will .snccetnl 
it may take a .short cut to relieve the peo- 
ple ot the enormous tq^aliuii ami throw 
all the odiuin e,f repudiation upm those 
who created the burdens. This, really, is 
what we are coming to; this U the revolu- 
tion which the pobtioul oligarchy in Con- 
gress aqd the corrupt rings that revolve 
around it will soon torce upm the cuuntrv.

THF T WITCHSLL CASS AGAIN 

Another Confeuion. 

From the Philadelphia £v*nlna TalagraDh. 

.April 17. 

The melancholy tragedy, which eom- 
mcncoil with the murder of Mrs. Hill and 
ended with the suicide of George S. Twitch- 
ell. jr., ill his cell, on the night previous 
to his appointisl execution, would seem to 
have no ending as far as r«p<vrts about its 
variuu.s details are concerned. During 
the past few hours a rumor of a full c<m- 
fes.sioii by the suicide to his counsel ha.i 
heen widely circulated, and on tracing it 
to its source we regard it as of swfficieal 
importance and reliability to lie laid l>«fore 
the public. It is necessary to state iu ad- 
vance, however, that Twitchell’s counsel 
feel unable to give the public any direct 
light on the subject, being bonnd by the 
rules uf profcsaioual etiquette not to di- 
vulge any secrets cunfideil tothem by their 
client. 

The confession which Twitchell is re> 
ported to have made to his coanael is s«iy- 
stuntialiy as fulluw.s: On the day previoo.s 
to the luunler of Mrs. Hill, ’Twitchell, bent 
upon effecting her death with hU own 
hands, made a slung-shot at bis place of 
business in Camden. M'itk tkia murder- 
ous weapon he struck the old lady a for- 
midable blow, no one but the actors in the 
tragedy being present, and then, onassist- 
etl, threw the l^y from the wiadmw into 
the yard. Ue then walked down stairs in- 
to the yard, and nrooaaded to wiksh the 
bIoo<l from his hands at the hydrant. 
While .so engai^l, he noticed that tne body 
of his mother-in-law, lying near him, still 
exhibited manifestatioiM of lifo. As soon 
a.s this di.soovery was made, he hastened 
into the hon.se, entering the kitchen first. 
The first mnrderons weapon which he en- 
countered here wa* the poAer found near 
the body of the murder^ woman. This 
he seized, and, hurrying hack to the yard, 
dealt the d^'ing woiuaa another blow on 
the head, finishing the murderous work. 
He then repaired to his room, and the deed 
was discovered in the manner with which 
;the (uiblic is already familiar. 

Such is the substance of the alleged con- 
fession, and we give it for what it is worth. 
It will not be amiss, however to recall a 
circumstance which tends in some measure 
to confirm this story. Mr. .Mann, on the

The North Gerinuu Lloyd’s steamship

Got. Palmer and the JUtilroad Veto 

From the Paducah Kentuckian . 

At the late regular session of the Legis- 
lature of Illinois, several important meas- 
ures, vitally affecting the material inter- 
ests of the State, were passed, hut it is ne- 
cessary to have the approving signature of 
the Governor, to all hills pa.ssed, and sev- 
eral important ones, were veoted by Gov. 
Palmer during the recess, 

A few days since the Legislature met in 
special session to consider and act upon 
the unfinished Viusiness and from a report 
of the proceedings of the 15th instant, in 
the Senate, the hill providing for the pay- 
ment of railroad debts of towns, counties, 
etc., vetot'd by the Governor, was called 
up, and al.so the bill for the relief of Ale.x- 
ander county, and both passed over the 
veto — 14 to 11. 

On the same day, the House took action 
on the ifaine bill, which is reported in the 
proceedings us follows: 

A message from the Senate announced 
the passage of Senate bill 575 over the 
Governor’s veto, and asking the concur 
rence of the House therein. 

This is the hill which the Governor ob- 
jected to as against public policy. _ It pro- 
vides for paying railroad debts in coun- 
ties, cities, towns and townships, with the 
tax collected in those localities, as in c.x- 
CPSR of the tax of 1868. 

This is a most important bill to the rail- 
road projects now on the tapis in that 
State, and it js particularly so to the Dan- 
ville, Olne}' and Paducah road, as this road 
runs through a number of counties that, 
when developed by the road, will be among 
the liest agyicnitural counties ip the State. 
This bill gives to the counties the increase 
in the revenue arising from the increased 
value of lands over the assessment of 1868 
for railroad purposes, for a term of ten 
years. 

To illustrate: If land was asse.ssed in 
1868 at five dollars per acre, and in IH73 
it had advanced to ten dollars per acre, 
the connty will be entitled to the taxes col- 
lected on the valuation over five dollars 
per acre, the valuation of 1868.
